HNSTOWN, (Pa.), June 26.—[By the As- 


sociated Press.] Coroner Evans this even- 
ing resumed the inquest on the body of Mrs. 
Hite, a victim of the flood. 


J. L. Coffin, a mechanical engineer, said 


he considered the South Fork dam unsafe, 
as it leaked. There was, he said, no means 
of drawing off the water. 


General Manager Fulton of the Cambria 


Iron Works said that hay had been used to 
stop up leaks in the dam, and he believed 
the repairs made after the bursting of the 
dam in 1880 were not perfect. He also 
mentioned that escape pipes should have 
been used. 


Col. Roberts, an engineer of Pittsburgh, 


considered the dam perfectly safe, and at- 


| tributed its bursting to the extraordinary 
rainfallon the morning of the fatal dis- 
aster. He believed the bursting of the dam 
contributed to the disaster of the flood. 

Joun G, Parks said he was at South Fork 
when the dam burst. In detail he told of 
the rapid rise of the water. He explained 
how the water had extended back to the 

woods, and said he had rowed a yawl over 
the adjoining fence. The water rose from 
eight to 10 inches in an hour. He saw the 
lake overflow, and he warned the people of 
South Fork and Johnstown of the approach- 
ing disaster.

resists the execution of the process in your 
hands or who obstructs or assaults either 
or your. deputy, while in 
course of such execution, not 
only commits a serious criminal offense 
under the laws of this State, but you and 
your deputy have a right to repel such as- 
sault, even to the extent of taking life, if 
such extreme be necessary. We demand 
the immediate enforcement of the writs in 
your hands.“ 
The constable immediately started out 
to comply with the demand, and summoned 
a posse of 100 citizens, among them being 
many prominent aad substantial citizens. 
The police will resist the constables, even 
if bloodshed follows.

QUICKLY CONSUMED. 


Further Account of the Burning o 

the Hardison. ' 
VENTURA, June 26, — [Special.] The 
burning of tne oil steamer W. L. Hardison, 
at the Ventura dock yesterday, entails a 
great loss. The ship was new, making her 
first trip in January. She was built after 
special plans for the Mission Transfer Com- 
pany, costing $80,000, and the furnishing 

was $16,000 more. 
The second engineer, who, with the fire- 
man, was on watch, took a lamp at1 a.m. to 
examine the bilge, when the gas that had 
accumulated between the skinning and out- 
side planking ignited, severely burning the 
engineer. He made every possible effort 
to stop the flames by using asbestos cloth 
and oilcloth to smother the flames, but all 
in vain. The engine-room was soon wrapped 
in flames. An alarm was sounded, and the 
captain and first officer ran on deck and 
aroused the sailors from their bunks. The 


flames made such headway that the vessel 


had to be abandoned at once, the captain 
being the last to leave. 

The ship had just taken on 1600 barrels of 
oil. The first tank of distillate exploded two 
hours after the ignition of the boat, shaking 


every house in the town. Several subse- 


quent explosions occurred, one setting fire 
fo the wharf, about 300 feet distant. Sev- 
bral persons, who were at the outer end of 
the pier, seing the fire between them and 
the shore end, leaped into the sea, and 
would have been drowned, but for aid ren- 
dered by a schooner near by. The fire was 
extinguished and the wharf saved. The 
steamer continued burning until late in the 
afternoon, sending up volumes of black 
smoke. Then the hulk settled below the 
waves. The capacity of the steamer was 
1,600,000 gallons, She was insured in the 
Fireman’s Fund for 240. 000.

HIS DAUGHTER TELLS OF po- 
MESTIO INFELICITIES, 


How Mr. and Mrs. Banta Swapped 
Conjugal Compliments—William 
Pierce, the Son-in-law, Describes 
the Old Man's Condition When 
He Made the Deed. 


The spectacle was presented in the 
Banta case yesterday morning of a 
daughter forced to describe the quar- 
rels of her mother and father, and re- 
tail the language used by both.
